How tlie Deportation Act 


Will Result. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The Chinese 


question occupied the entire attention 
of the cabinet at its meeting today. 


Before tho cabinet meeting Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller, who dissented from the de- 
rision of the supreme court, called at 
the White House and had a brief talk 
with the President. Subsequently the 
Chief Justice had an interview with 
Secretary Gresham. 


It is understood that the conclusion 


«as reached by the cabinet that the law 
could not be enforced for the reason 
that there is no money available for the 
purpose. The act only carries an appro- 
priation of $100,000, and Secretary Car- 
lisle showed that not more than $16,000 
of that sum remained. 


It is estimated that it would cost to 


deport all the Chinese now in tlie coun- 
try who have not complied with the 
law, 


MORE TIIA.V $6,000,000. 


This statement exhibited what one 


member of tlie cabinet called the utter 
inability of tfie government to give any 
effect to the law without further action 
of congress. 


Under the circumstances it is under- 


stood that nothing could be done, and it 
is said that there is little if any prob- 
ability ofthe federal government mak- j 
ing aiiy immediate effort to put the law i 
into effect. 


One prominent member of the cabinet 


who is regarded as a man of great force 
and strength of character, made a broad 
assertion after the session was over that 
the law was nothing short of a political 
scheme enacted for political effect. 
He 


said, in fact, something about deuuigogv 
and intimated that there had been a, 
general hope among his associates that 
the court would hold it to be unconsti- 
tutional. It assumed that in the ordin- 
ary course of tlie supreme court as soon 
as a majority of the members of the 
court had determined upon its exact

This will necessarily involve consider-

It is evident that the administration 


is surpassed by the decision, and the 
situation is perplexing. With the con- 
stitutionality 01 the law settled it is ein- 
bamssing not to be able to enforce it, 
hut in the absence of money for the ex- 
pense of deporting the Chinese, they 
would simply accept the situation and 
•comply with the law. It would simplify 
matters, but the impression is that most 
of them will not do this, but will result 
as long as possible.

After several months had elapsed, 


Richard S. Heath and Frederick Polley 
were indicted by the grand jury of 
Fresno county for having committed 
ttie crime. This proceeding aroused re- 
newed interest from the fact that Heath 
was very highly connected, his family 
being among the oldest and best resi- 
dents of this city. 


After hia arrest and incarceration in 


tho Fresno jail several of the most prom- 
inent criminal lawyers of tlie state, in- 
cluding W. W. Foote, James H. Budd 
and Eugene -Deuprey, were employed as 
attorneys for the defense. 


One of the first moves of tlie defense 


waa to make a motion to quash the in- 
dictments on various grounds, among 
which were alleged improper proceed- 
ings in the grand jury room, irregulari- 
ties of procedure and irregularity in 
drawing the indictments. 


The grand jury was challenged, as in 


theBruner case, and the members of it 
were, called to testify under oath as to 
the propriety of the influences which 
brought about the iinding of the indict- 
ments. 


After a lengthy bearing, in which con- 


siderable heat and bitterness were de- 
veloped between the opposing counsel, 
the judge of the superior court of 
Fresno county overruled the motion to 
quash, and set the case for trial for the 
29th of May. 


Defendant's attorneys gave notice that 


they intended to apply to the supreme 
court for a writ of prohibition. For 
that reason the trial was set far ahead 
to give time for the hearing to be de- 
cided in advance. Subsequently the de- 
fendant's attorneys applied for a fur- 
ther extension of time, and the trial 
was postponed till .Tune I2th.

Mrs. Smith, who also baa a residence 


on Golden Gate avenue in San Fran- 
cisco, obtained possession of Grace 
Murphy, tben in her-15th year, from 
her grandmother in January, 1892, with- 
out the knowledge of her mother, who 
runs a hotel in Seattle, Wash., and 
brought her down to her vineyard, near 
Sanger, as a companion. 


Mrs. Smith is a large, heavy built 


woman of fifty-three winters, and is 
said to be possessed of a temper. The 
girl became dissatisfied with the place 
and her treatment, and wrote to her 
mother, who sent her a ticket and funds 
to come to her at Seattle. 


Grace claimed that slif stood in great 


fear of Mrs. Smith, and wanted to get 
away from the vineyard clandestinely, 
and on April 21,1892, got a young man 
from a neighboring vineyard to convey 
her to Fresno, whure she took the train 
for Seattle. 


Mrs. Smith at once had ft warrant is- 


sued, claiming that she had stolen some 
clothing, etc., and Grace was arrested 
at Sacramento and brought bark-to San- 
gcr, tried for petty larceny and acfjuit- 
ted.

The President and His Cabinet Have

\Y.\rmiMGTON, May !5.—The supreme 


eourt today, through Justice Grav, sus- 
tained the decision of the New York 
courts in favor of. the constitutionality 
of the tJeary Chinese exclusion act. 
Justice Hrewer dissented. 


The announcCMiient uf the ileciaion in 


the ca=e, as was expected, attracted a 
large attendance uf speetutorri and at- 
torneys, including Attorney General 
Ohiev, 
Solicitor 
Aldrich, 
Senators 


Pugh, Dolpli and Cochran. 


Justice Gray, in announcing the de- 


cision of the court, said the power of 
this nation to restrict or prevent the 
immigration of aliens into this country, 
or require such aliens already in the 
country to remove therefrom, is a well 
settled principal of international law, 
confirmed by an unbroken line of decis- 
ions in this court. 


The legislative power of the govern- 


ment has not transcended any of its 
constitutional limitations in thy act 
.under consideration. 
It wus within its 


power to

quired to leave the country. Tim pro- 
visions of section G of the net, which are 
part of the law particularly at issue, 
arc not inconsistent with the relations 
and duties of the legislative and judi- 
oi:il departments of the government. 
The mode of procedure under the Bt'C- 
tion is similar toother well established 
proceedings, such as habeas corpus nat- 
uralization, fixing the requirements of 
citizenship and the like in whiuh the 
judicial branch of the government .has 
accepted the determination of the execu- 
tive uiwn questions involved. As to 
the requirements uf Chinese entitled to 
remain in this country they should es- 
tablish their right by the evidence of 
credible white witnesses. Justice Gray 
said it was within the power of the 
legislature to determine the

tlnit might be received in the case at 
law, and what force should be given to 
testimony so offered. Not discussing the 
wisdom nor justice of the act in ques- 
tion, which was beyond the province of 
Hie judicial 
bench of the govern- 


ment, it remains only to say that the 
judgment of the circuit court of the 
southern district of New York in refus- 
ing to grant the writ of habears corpus 
to petitioners, is alfiruied. 


The Judge said the opinion in writing 


would 1« filed as soon as possible. 


DISSENTING JUSTICES. 


At the conclusion of Justice Gray's 


opinion Justice Brewer announced that 
he was compelled to dissent from the 
view of the, majority of the court. He 
read his views at some length, declaring 
in substance the act of 1892 unconstitii- 


• "iicnni; that ii upheld there was no guar- 


antee that similar treatment might not 
IKS accorded other classes of our popula- 
tion. 


Justice Field, who delivered the opin- 


ion of thu supreme court in tho first 
case under the exclusion act, also read a 
dissenting opinion. He held that there 
wa? a wide difference between exclusion, 
immigration, and deportation of alien 
residents, and characterized the uct in 
the strongest language as inhuman, 
brutal und violative of the constitution 
in every section. He regretted to say 
the decision of the court, to his mind, 
was fraught with the gravest dangers to 
constitutional Hlwrty. 


In his dissenting opinion Chief Jus- 


tice Fuller denied the soundness of the 
proposition. The cases before the court 
were such as a political department of 
the government alone could deal with. 
It was, in his view, a judicial question, 
and however reluctant the court may be 
to pass upon the constitutionality of 
legislative acts, it \\sis the very essence 
of judicial duty to do so when a dis- 
charge of that duty was properly im- 
posed u]ion it. 
t,' He entertained no doiibt that the pro- 
visions of 
the fifth and fourteenth 


amendments were universal in their ap- 
plication, and while the general govern- 
ment was invested, us far as foreign 
ronntries are concerned, with all the 
powers necessary to the maintenance of 
its absolute independence and security, 
it could not, in virtue of a supposed in- 
herent sovereignty, absolutely deal with 
persons lawfully and peacefully within 
its domain. 
The act before the court was not an 


act to abrogate or repeal the treaty, nor 
to expel Chinamen lawfully here; and 
no such intent could be imputed to eon- 


Its object was to prescribe a method 


of registration, and deportation as a 
means of punishment, which was in his 
opinion an unusual punishment and nol 
authorized by the constitution, 


N-EW HEARING WANTED. 


After the court had concluded the an- 


nouncement of the opinions Ash ton, o 
counsel for the Chinese, moved for a 
rehearing and argument before a full 
bench at the next term. 


At present the court stands five to 


three in support of the law, Justice 
Tlarlan being absent. 
The court took the motion under ad- 


visement, the effect of which is to post- 
pone proceedings under the judgment 
announced today. 


NO ORDERS ISSUED.

this government has been organized, is 
hereby declared to come within the 
meaning of the seditions act passed by 
these councils January 30th of this year, 
anl the police department is hereby in- 
structed to proceed against all persons 
making themselves liable under this 
act. 


Considerable discussion followed in 


the council, several members urging the 
adoption of the resolution. 


Attorney (ienfiral Smith said the gov- 


ernment should deal cautiously in the 
matter, as there was danger in going 
too far. He believed in peaceful discus- 
sion, which was certainly lawful. 


Vice President Damon thought it 


showed a weakness to attempt tn sup- 
press movements, even favorable to 
restoration. He thought the govern- 
ment was strong enough now to stand 
nthout the protection of extreme meas- 
ires. 
The resolutions which have been sub- 


ject of much censure from the opposi- 
tion press was referred to an executive 
council.

American Keview ex-Secretary of th 
Uavy Tracy outlines with admirabl 
clearness and precision the American 
case as it is now being presented befor 
the Bering Sea tribunal of arbitratio 
in session in Paris. Mr. -Tracy's argn 
ments are in substance identical wit 
those presented with such marked abi 
ilyby Mr. Carter and Mr. Coudert 
They demonstrate with o conclnsivenes 
that is not open to question the justice 
of the claim that the United States has 
a perfect right to protect the seal herds 
of Alaska from extermination at the 
hands of poachers in Bering Sea. 


The Alaskan seal herds have from 


• time immemorial made tbeir homes on 
the islands of St. Paul and St. George, 
more generally known as the Pribyloff 
Islands. These islands form a part of 
the domain included in the Alaska pur- 
chase. They are American territory as 
much as Manhattan Island or SMen 
Island. For a!/out eight months in the 
year the seals inhabit these islands con- 
tinuously, only leaving them to make 
excursions at sea in search of food. Dur- 
ing the winter months the seal herds 
migrate to the Korth Pacific oce">n, 
wrath of Bering sea; but they never fail 
to return at a regular period, beginning 
to arrive early in May and continuing to 
reach the islands until the last of the 
herd comes in; about July 15th. It is 
during this return- ta their regular 
haunts, during tho brief excursions ol 
the seals from the islands in search of 
food, that they arc ruthlessly slaugh- 
tered, male and female, young and old, 
by the Canadian sealing pirates. 


Ex-Secretary Tracy points out that for 


many years the government of the United 
States has carefully protected the seals 
in their hands. Only a certain number 
of males of a certain age are allowed to 
be killed. He says: "The methods in 
uee on the Pribyloff islands are almost 
identical with those ol tbe ranchmen 
tjpon our western-plains. On tho ranch 
•the cattle roam at will, finding food 
where best they may until tbe annual 
round-up, when the ranchman selects 


• 
from the herd those which be desires to 
market, retaining such as are necessray 
for the increase of the herd or for con- 
tinued growth or profit. At the annual 
round-op of the seals, which lasts from 
June to October, the young males from 
2 to 5 years of age are selected for 
daughter." These methods have been 
found indispensable if this enormously 
valuable property—valuable not 
to 


the United States merely, but to all civ- 
iliied mankind—was to 1* preserved 
from destruction. The British govern- 
ment under Lord Salisbury- set up the 
astonishing claim that British subjects, 
although they could not invade the 
P.-ibyloft islands themselves in quest of 
the seals, should be permitted to slaugh-

Pertinent Remarks on the Raisin 


Growers' Movement. 


The Lon Angeles Express contains tin 


following article on tho raisin situation 


"The fate of tlie state raisin growers' j 


organization should be a warning to the i 
orange growers who arc now perfecting 
organization 
in Southern California. 


The raisin growers combined for the 
same purpose, but their organisation 
has been captured by the commission 


"The ' conquest has been 
effected 


through the- creation of an executive 
committee of llireo, who are virtually 
representatives of the commission men 
and not of the growers. The orange 
.•rowers should take steps to guard 
against the possibility of such control of 
their organization by shippers. The 
raisin growers oi Fresno are now under 
the necessity of repudiating their old 
organization, and are forming another to 
protect their interests. 


"A-mass meeting of growers was held 


in Fresno last Saturday, at which pre- 
liminary steps were taken towards the 
formation of n new association. It was 
resolved almost unanimously, in view of 
last v-ear's unsatisfactory experience, 
that it is best for the growers to pack 
and ship their own raisms through co- 
operation. 
One resolution introduced 


ran as follows: 
. , . . , , , 
"The only way to eliminate the ruin- 


ous competition now practiced by tho 
commission packer, whereby raisins arc 
sold at prices that net tlie grower fron 
1 to 2^ cents per pound,-is to require 
that the agreement that is signed be- 
tween the commission packer aud the 
irrower should contain a clause provid- 
iiif that the packer shall not sell the 
(•rower's raisins at less than a given 
price without the consent of the grower. 


"This resolution was adopted, witli an 


amendment substi uting a minimum 
price of V-/- cents 
for 'given price. 


The growers have evidently become 
tired of furnishing the plums for the 
commission man's pudding."

A new local antesthetic has been in 


occasional uee in surgery for tho pust 
year. Previous to that timo it waa chief- 
ly nsed by dentists. Tho name of the 
anaestliotic is chloride of ethyl, which 
has a peculiar odor, not at all offensive; 
on the contrary, pleasant .and a sweet 
taste. It will tako the place largely of 
chloroform "'and ether,- which require 
considerable rime to have effect on a pa- 
tient. Moreover, it is much safer. It 
can be nsed. for example, in tho cutting 
of an abscess or any other anrh Blight 
operation. It /ssiniply a matter of 6pray- 
ing the affected portion of the body. Its 
chief component is alcohol.—New York 
Telegram.

Thoso who have admired the phos- 


phorescent glow of certain species of 
•crnstace mil bo interested to learn that 
H startling discovery respectirjg it has 
been made. Formerly it was supposed 
that snch creatures emitted the light of 
their own accord, find that they uaed it 
in a variety of ways. It is now known 
that tho light is ft disease as deadly to 
the infected individuals as cobra poison- 
ing is to the human species. H. Girard 
bu traced phosphorescent light in tati- 
trna and other crnsteceans to eiceed- 
Inglj minute bacteria in the muscles. 
On inoculating hoalthy specimen* with 
glowing bacteria, the same Inminona ap- 
pearance was transmitted. He also notes 
that the disease runs A regular coarse, 
and that those infected die within fonr 
days, the phosphorescence lasting bnt ft 
short while after death.—St. Louis Re- 
public.

The Verdict iu the Case of C. E. 


Lewis. 


Coroner Stevens held an inquest yes 


terday afternoon upon the body of 0. H. 
Lewis, an old man who died suddenly 
in this city a few days ago. 


The jury returned a verdict of death 


from natural causes, 


Several witnesses who had known the 


deceased off and on for about two years, 
testified that they Iwlieved him to be a 
carpenter.

The deceased 
told some of the witnesses that he u^od 
to stop in the Russ house in Madera, 
and that he also used to remain in 
Seluia for a time.

At about 11 o'clock 
on that evening he complained of a pain 
in the pit of his stomach. lie was 
found dead in bed the next morning. 
An envelope was found iu his pocket 
bearing the address: "C. W. Wilson, 
Tulare," in lead pencil, and afterwards 
marked over with ink. Inside it was 
a blank sheet of note paper with a 
stamp.

cents, hogs 8 cents. AVater is allowed 
ll stock on arrival, and feed as the 
owner may desire. 
Under this system"all stock ia sold 


gross weight. This method is the same 
as adopted at Chicago and South Omaha, 
and is claimed to be very advantageous 
to shippers, as buyers are, at the yards 
at all times.

111 was somewhat surprised to read 


that Mr. Martin wanted to meet me to 
uivo men piece of his mind, as Mr. 
Murtin and I reside within forty feet of 
each other, and are tho liestof friends." 


Judge Church appeared to take the 


matter good humoredly. He added 
that by request of the widow he visited 
the family before the time of the funeral, 
and Mrs.'Rawlinga asked him to make a 
few remarks at the funeral, to which he 
replied that since the death of Mrs. 
Collier hits feelings were so wrought 
upon by the expression of grief of per- 
sons when partim* with their dead that 
he would l«j unable to make any re- 
marks, hut promised that he would do 
so if conditions would permit when the 
time fume. 


"After Mr. Martin had concluded his 


remarks I said, in substance, that words 
seemed so inadequate to comfort mourn- 
ing friends at such n time it wasditlicult 
to talk. That i had felt the Intternesa 
of such occasions, and had been most 
unrci-o:icilcd when dear ones had been 
taken away. Tliat I mid regarded death 
as an enemy, hut was beginning to re- 
gard it a friend. 
"That disease, and pain were the 


enemies, and that when the body was 
no longer lit to be inhabited, becausft of 
disease and pain, and when life for that 
reason became unendurable death ejt 
as a relief. 


"That I had known Mr. RawlingS 


well in hia lifetime, had conversed with 
him upon tho subject of a religious life; 
that Mr. Rawlinga had expressed fear 
lest he and such as he were not under- 
stood. 
"That Sir. Rawlinge believed, and 


acted upon the belief, that it was 'the 
right and duty of every man to exercise 
his freest thought upon the highest 
themes.' 


"He believed in'the right and duty 


of making reasonableness or rationality 
the final test of truth,'and in 'the su- 
periority of character over creed and uf 
conduct over belief.1 


"That he was content to perform 


present duty, to take the step next be- 
fore him, trusting the future for light 
and ability for the steps to follow. His 
last step into death had put our friend 
beyond our present ability to see his 
further movements, and us indicated in 
the. beautiful verses which I will read I 
have no doubt tbe light shone before 
him as he passed away from our sight, 
and into that life which has been so 
beautifully illustrated by the speaker on 
this occasion."

right and then go ahead" is a motto 
which should be prefixed to everything 
undertaken by the growers in the mar- 
keting of this year's raisin crop. 


Last season, instead.of being right, we 


were wrong in mixing up with th? com- 
"mission nfV&er and in consigning our 
raisins to eastern commission 
men.. 


This great mistake lias taught us a les- 
son; for this year we are going to be 
sure that we are right and go ahead 
without mix in" raisins, commission 
packers and sellers in tlie same box. 
We are willing this year that the com- 
mission men may keep their own bunks, 
while we, the growers, seek lodgings in 
more congenial quaHers. We are going 
to market our own raisins by moans of 
co-operation aa has been practiced here- 
tofore, namely this: That, while the 
growers, for the hist year, or two, have 
been co-operating (hut not all of them) 
iu the packing of their raisina as inde- 
pendent co-operative packing companies. 
Yet, in the marketing of the very 
raisins thus packed, the growers did not 
co-operate, but sold their raisins accord- 
ing to the self destructive rule of rompe- 
tition—in short, the growers co-operated 
in the packing, but competed in the 
selling of their raisins. 


If the practice hat! been the reverse— 


.competition in parking—good 
prices 


would, even then, have been -realized; 
for, it is indispenfible to the obtaining 
of living prices for raisins, that growers 
co-operate in selling more than it is in 
packing; yet, both are essential to the 
continual prosperity of the grower and, 
to the perpetual success of the raisin in- 
dustry. 
Since the growers, then, finally have 


decided to Uike one more step onward 
and upward on the royal highway of co- 
operation and good fellowship, and will , 
stop cutting each others' throats by 
means 
of competition, 
commission 


shaving knives, and co-operate also in 
the selling of their raisins, as well as in 
the packing, growers may be as sure of 
obtaining living prices for raisins tliis 
season as they are of the certainty of 
the rising of the morrow's snn, that is if 
this decision is really and rightly put 
into practical operation. 


Knowing that we are- right in the 


principle and theory, tlie next question, 
and tlie one which is of the most vital 
importance to the success of co-npera- 
tion here looms up before us: Which 
is the best and most practical plan by 
which we can pack and sell our raisins 
according to the principle of co-ojujra- 
tion. These are questions which should 
receive the most earnest and careful at- 
tention of the best interests among the 
growers, even if necessary outside tal- 
ent should be consulted; but nothing 
should be done in haste, for then mis- 
takes are liable to creep in, and such • 
will hinder, and perhaps subvert our 
best intentions and efforts—the mistakes 
of laet year should be rememlvered us a 
constant object lesson. 


All the grower has to do to refresh his 


mind on the subject is for him to simply 
stick his hand into bis pocket and search 
for the object—the money that he ex- 
pected to receive for his last year's crop, 
and the lesson will flash like a streak of 
lightning through his mind that com- 
mission packing and selling will make 
him, a beggar. Therefore, let all make 
up their minds to stand shoulder to 
shoulder and work for the consolidation, 
the cementing and unification of every 
co-operative raisin concern throughout 
tke whole state, and also induce growers 
not yet members to join the now exist- 
ing companies, and organize additional 
co-operative concerns all over the state, 
all to become branches of the Raisin 
Growers' Protective Co-operative Union, 
which will be organized at Kutner hall, 
Fresno, next Saturday at 10 o'clock a.m. 


As this is tho first time in the history 


of this movement that a Kaisin Grow- 
ers' Union, composed of growers only, 
will be, organized, no'commission pack- 
ers being elected as members, it is hn- 
lieved' that a large number of growers 
from all parts of the state will attend . 
the convention, and no Fresno grower 
will be so recreant to his own duty, to 
himself and family as not to attend, es- 
pecially when he* knows that there is 
no other "way out of the wilderness." 


The road that leads to destruction was 


traveled last year, and that road is yet, 
as then, controlled by the commission 
packers and speculators, and no sane 
grower will venture upon that road the 
second time after his last year's experi- 
ence thereon. 


Persons under the spell of the specu- 


lators talks glibly about the law of sup- 
ply and demand establishing prices and 
that we cannot set a price upon our rai- 
sins. 


We, the growers, are going to abro- 
gate that law, reform tlie bugbear by 
not sending the raisins faster to market 
than consumed and also intelligently 
distributing the same over as wide a 
territory as possible. 


The supply side of the bugbear ia to 


belong to tbe grower, but tlie demand 
Ride of the terrible animal is claimed as 
the speculator's property, and hitherto 
the speculator has always managed it so 
that the demand side of the poor brute 
has been starving. We, the growers, 
propose to make the great bugbear—the 
law of supply and demand—appear well 
fed, fat, sleek and fully ro'unded out on 
both sides, and while the producers will 
claim, as heretofore, the supply side, 
and the hoofs and tail of the animal will 
be left aa the speculators' share.
